Superintendent ’s Report 


Dummer, N. H., February 1, 1931. 


To the School Board of Dummer: 


I herewith sumbit the annual report as Superintendent of 
your schools together with the school statistics. 

I became associated with your schools on July 1, 1930 and my 
report covers from that time until Jan. 3lst. of the present year. 

Three schools are this year being maintained in town with a 
good enrollment and attendance. The attendance at the Willis 
has been somewhat broken on account of an epidemic of whooping 
cough early in the fall. The two other schools have been free from 
sickness. 

The schools are all under the charge of teachers of experience. 

The Superintendent has given the Stanford Achievement Tests 
for progress in School subjects to all middle and upper grade 
pupils and the majority of pupils have shown by this test to be 
well grounded in the essential School subjects of their particular 
grades. Some of the upper grade pupils in the Willis and West 
Dummer Schools made an excellent record on this test. 

The Superintendent has been able to visit and inspect each 
School on an average of twice a month and thus can follow quite 
closely the work of the individual pupils and become acquainted 
with their several abilities and characteristics. 

The revised form of the State Program of Study has been 
used in all three Schools.
